N. M. Norman Predicts— 


More Plastic Will Be Used In Trailers 


Truck trailers of the future 
will be made more and more 
out of plastics, N. M. Norman, 
head of the engineering de- 
partment at Dorsey Trailers, 
predicts. 

According to Mr. Norman 
the cost of plastics is the ma- 
jor reason more of them are 
not used now. As the ones re- 
quired by the trailer industry 
go into volume production 
more and more of them will be 
utilized, he stated. - 

Advantage of using plastics 
is that they can be made thick 
where the stress is going to hit 
the material and thus are 
more flexible than steele. Mr. 
Norman said. plastics would 
move into trailer bodies a step 
at a time — doors, floors, sides, 
etc. — in an ever - increasing 
amount. 

In looking back over the past 
20 years of trailer design, the 
chief ‘engineer said that for 
two decades there were few 
basic changes made. But in the 
past 24 months a great deal 
has been altered. With truck- 
ers demanding lighter weight 
trailers with more loading 
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space (all of this without in- 
creasing outside dimensions) 
engineers have been given a 
lot to think about. 

Walls have been made thin- 
ner and trailers lig hter in 
weight as the result of work 
done on the drawing boards by 
engineers. Basically, Mr. Nor- 
man said, a trailer is a box on 
wheels. A square holds the 
most so the closer an engineer 


- can come to it, the more the 


trucker will be able to haulin 
his trailer. 

Mr. Norman says customers 
ask his office to give them a 
trailer 96 inrhes wide that will 
trailer 96 inches wide that will 
closer men in the designing 
department come to meeting 
the requirement, the happier 
the customer is, 

Two major headaches of the 
engineering department, ac- 
cording to Mr. Norman, are 
the variety of state laws regu- 
lating trailers and the lack of 
personnel trained to do draft- 
ing work. 

Often times the design or- 
dered by a customer won't 
pass all requirements of the 


different states as to amount 
of load per axle and width and 
height of the trailer. Altera- 
tions have to be made and the 
customer convinced he can’t 
have it exactly the way he has 
ordered it. 


On the subject of personnel, 
Mr. Norman said he would re- 
commend that high schools 
put in a drafting course to 
help relieve the critical short- 
age of qualified help in this 
field.

The loans are available 
only when other lenders are 
not in position to supply the 
credit the farmers need to get 
the greatest possible returns 
from their land and family 
labor resources, 

The average time taken by 
farmers in the county to re- 
pay their loans for farm oper- 
ating purposes, and to reach 
the point where they can ob- 
tain credit from conventional 
lenders, is approximately sey- 
en years, Mr. Pridgen said. 

Before a loan is closed, the 
agency and the applicant plan 
ahead to make sure that every 
loan will be repayable from 


planned income, 

In addition to credit, farm- 
ers with Farm Home Admin- 
istration loans receive neces- 
sary aid with farm and home 
management problems and in 
keeping records that help them 
to keep their farm business on 
a sound financial basis.

“That portion of Florida 
stretching westward from the 
Appalachicola River to the 
Perdido River. has been more 
sought by the inhabitants: liv- 
ing north of it than probably 
by any other section of the 
United States by a sister state 
or territory. In 1811, before the 
Territory of Alabama was cre- 
ated from the Mississippi Ter- 
ritory, a petition was filed by 
more than 250 residents of the 
Territory of Mississippi with 
the U. S. congress asking the 
addition of West Florida to 
their Territory.

“In 1812, annexation plans 
came to light of an Alabama 
judge to hold court sessions in 
Fensacola should that terri- 
tory be annexed to Alabama. 
When the act of Congress to 
Create the Territory of Florida 
was pending, Senator Walker 
of Alabama tried to amend it 
by annexing West Florida to 
Alabama, 19 Senators voted for 
the amendment and 25 voéted 
against it. 

“Another effort was made in 
1836 to annex West Florida to 
Alabama slept for 16 years, till 
Governor A. B. Moore of Ala- 
bama sent Judge Gappa T. 
Yelverton of Elba, as a Com- 
missioner from Alabama, to 
confer with the Government oft 
Florida, seeking the annexa- 
tion of West Florida. Florida’s

“Other efforts have been 
made along this line from time 
to time, but to no avail. No 
blame should rest on our 
brothers from Alabama for 
their desire and earnest efforts 
to bring West Florida to Ala- 
bama . It is still left to them 
to adopt the wisdom of Ma- 
homet, paraphrased: “If you 
cannot bring West Florida to 
Alabama, you can come to 
West Florida. 


Council Plans to Extend Elba 


The Elba City Council met 
in regular monthly session 
Monday night with Mayor 
Herschel Taylor, all mem-
